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Russia Union Church 


The beginning of the settlement of the town of Russia, Herkimer 
County, New York, was effected during the last decade of the eighteenth 
century. Most of the settlers who came during the first thirty years of the 
town’s history were of New England birth or parentage. In their early life 
puritanical principles and ideals were so instilled that when they reached 
the unbroken wilderness of Russia they soon felt the need of religious 


services. 


The Baptists were the first to consummate an organization. This was 
brought to pass in June, 1799; through the instrumentality of Elder Ben- 
najah Corp. Methodist circuit-riders preached in this locality a century 
ago. However a Methodist class was not formed until the fruits of the 
sweeping revival of the winter of 1859-60 were garnered. 


The Baptists held their services in the school house previous to the 
building of the church edifice. In 1818, by those religiously inclined, en- 
thusiasm was aroused for building a meeting house. Consequently the six 
denominations who were interested in a place for holding their religious 
services organized to erect the present building. At that time there was not 
a building within ten miles set apart for church services, thus persons who 
resided in Trenton, Prospect, North Gage, Cold Brook, Poland, and in 
other sparsely settled communities around about were represented among 
the stockholders of the Russia Religious Corporation. | 


The meeting for the purpose of the Russia inhabitants joining them- 
selves together to build a meeting-house in Russia was held November 12, 
1818. Those who attended this meeting were:

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This assembly appointed as their trustees: 


George Taylor, Nathan Millington, Josiah Pardee, Adam Frink and 
Daniel Wright. They were empowered to act according to their own judg- 
ment in erecting the building and transacting all business connected there- 
with. This included the procuring of a piece of land on which to erect the 
building. After diligent search among the old families and in the County 
Clerk’s Office at Herkimer, the original deed or a copy of it cannot be 
found in 1930. It is believed that the property came from Daniel Williams 

or Edmund Varney. nla 


At this same meeting in 1818 it was deemed advisable to form “certain | 
rules and regulations for the government of the house in order to preserve 
harmony and to secure the rights of its proprietors unimpaired.” The 
articles of the Russia Union Meeting House Association provided for 
numerous matters, When the Church was completed a committee met and 
appraised the pews. After due notice the pews were sold to the highest 
bidders over and above the appraisal price. After the sale of the. pews 
each proprietor in the meeting-house became a member of the association; 
thus the house and land belonging to the association became ‘the property 
of the proprietors and their heirs forever. An interest in the Church to 
the amount Of ten dollars gave each member one vote and one more vote 
for every other ten dollar share. In regard to the use of the building “each 
denomination shall be priveleged with the use of it for their preachers in 
the same ratio as such deriomination may own rights or interests therein.” 


On April 10, 1820, amendments were added to the original constitu- 
tion. “The front seats in the gallery of the meeting-house shall always 
be reserved for the choir of singers that may attend as such. The chorister 
or choristers who may from time to time act in that capacity shall have 
full power to control the said seats.” Slip number one shall not be 
appraised or sold but shall be reserved for the clergyman who from time 
to time may occupy the pulpit. “The style by which the body of pro- 
prietors shall be known is the Russia Union Religious Society.” 


After the inhabitants of Russia had banded together for the purpose 
of erecting a meeting-house their trustees signed a contract on December 
21, 1818, to have the building erected by Joseph Stevens, George Buell 
and Benjamin Wait, contractors of Fairfield, New York. The original 
contract is a very ancient and interesting document which follows: 


“This contract or agreement made and entered into this 21st day of 
December, 1818, by and between Joseph Stevens, George Buell and Ben- 
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jamin Wait of Fairfield on the first part and George Taylor, Nathan Mill- 
ington, Josiah Pardee, Adam Frink and Daniel Wright of Russia of the 
second part, all of County of Herkimer and State of New York, witnesseth: 
That the parties of the first part for the consideration herein after men- 
tioned do covenant and agree with the parties of the second part to frame, 
erect, build, finish and complete a meeting-house in the town of Russia 
in the manner and from following: 


The house to be 45 feet wide and 55 feet long, its posts to be 20 feet 
long—the foundation for the steeple 15 feet sq. and extend 10 feet above 
the ridge of the house and to project 5 feet beyond the body of the house. 
The first story of the steeple from its basement to be of an octagon form, 
14 feet high and 12 feet diameter. The second story of the steeple to be 
of the same form as the first, 13 feet high and 9 feet diameter. The house 
to be studded and covered in the manner following: The roof with hemlock 
board and shingled with pine shingles, to be layed in a workman-like man- 
ner. The sides and ends of the house and the projection for the steeple to 
the base of the balcony to be covered with spruce clapboards of the best 
quality, to be layed in a workman-like manner. The doors and casings, 
the window frames, sash and casings, to be of a good quality of pine. The 
first story of the steeple or the balcony to be smoothwork of an octagon 
form, 12 feet diameter and 14 feet high, with 8 posts or representations 
thereof 114 feet diameter, each post is to project 2-3 its size—between 
each post is to be a venition window blind. The top of which to be in a 
half circular form and 8 feet long—permanently fixed in, except one which 
is to be hung with hinges. The second story to be 9 feet diameter and 12 
feet high with posts of one foot diameter or representation thereof without 
blinds, to be finished in other respects like the first story. The posts or 
pillars of each of those stories to be ornamented with caps. The base and 
top of each of those stories to form such projections as shall make the 
whole appear in good style and conform to the principles of modern 
architecture, a circular dome to be placed on the second story to be covered 
with tin. The work on the steeple to be done with pine stuff, a railing or 
banister of suitable height to be erected around the base of the balcony. 


The inside of the house to be finished in the manner following: A 
partition is to be made across the front end of the house forming a lobby 
of ten feet by 45 at each end of which a flight of stairs, 4 feet wide, to be 
erected to ascend to the gallery. The residue of the lower story will be in 
one room, 45 feet square, to be seated and pewed off as per plan hereunto 
annexed to be divided into three aisles, the center one 5 feet wide, the two 


side ones to be 4 feet wide each. The wall pews to be 6 feet square or 51% 
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by 61% as shall hereafter be directed. The pews or slips in the body of 
the house to be 10 feet long, 214 feet wide. The outside of the pews and 
slips to be of good pine stuff and panel work, the partitions and seats to 
be of spruce or other stuff, the floor of the wall pews to be raised 6 inches 
above the rest of the floor. The stuff for all the floors to be of good spruce. 
The front of the gallery to be panel work of good pine. The galleries to 
be supported by pillars or posts turned round and capped and 5 inches 
in diameter. The pulpit to be made of good pine to be supported by 6 
pillars, 4 of them turned round, 6 inches diameter, and the two next the 
side of the house to show half pillars. The gallery to be finished as per 
plan annexed with pews on the wall and an aisle 214 feet wide and two tiers 
of seats in front thereof. The house to have 8 doors as follows: 3 outside 
doors in front, the center one 5 feet wide and 10 feet high, the other two 
doors to be 34 feet wide and 7 feet high, 3 doors leading from each aile, 
each of 314 feet wide and 7 feet high and two doors at the head of the » 
gallery stairs, each pew and slip in the house and the pulpit to have a door 
of proper and suitable size and to be hung with suitable hinges and a but- 
ton on each. The caps for pews and slips to be of cherry, the stairs ascend- 
ing to the gallery and pulpit to have proper and suitable banisters. The 
walls of the house to be flush so that no posts are seen and handsomely 
and smoothly plastered with two coats of suitable morter. The house to 
have an arch, an eliptic form commencing at the front of the galleries and 
being 23 by 32 feet or thereabouts, which is also to be handsomely plas- 
tered as well as every part of the inside walls of the house, except from the 
floors to the bottom windows in both stories which is to be sealed up with 
suitable stuff. The house to have 12 windows on each side, six below and 
six above—each window to have 48 pains of 7 by 9 glass. A venition 
window over the center outside door and one window over each of the 
other outside doors with. 48 lights of 7 by 9 each. A venition window back 
of the pulpit of proper and suitable size and four windows on the same 
end; two below and two above, each of which to have 48 lights, 7 by 9 
glass. The house to be painted white outside with two good coats of paint, 
except the roof which is to be painted with two good coats of Spanish 
brown or some dark color. The inside of the house to be painted with a 
light color with two coats. The doors of the slips and pews to be num- 
bered, all of which work the parties of the first part shall and will do and 
‘ have performed in an honest, well and faithful workman-like manner and 
at their own cost and expenses. The parties of the second part finding or 
furnishing on the site for building the house all and every of the materials 
to be worked into and onto the said house and the said party of the first 


part are to have the said house fully completed and fit for use in all the 
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month of May, 1820. The parties of the second part covenant and agree 
with the parties of the first part to procure and furnish them, the said 
parties of the first part with all and every the materials necessary for build- 
ing and completing said house; to have the under pining all prepared ready 
for laying of the sills, and to furnish and provide at their own expense 
all the liquor which may be wanted at the raising and to be at no other 
expense that may arise about the raising and also to pay to them the said 
‘party of the first part, eight hundred dollars in all the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1819, and eight hundred and twenty-five dollars in all the month of 
February, 1820, as and for the full payment for the performances of the 
parties of the first part as herein specified and by them agreed to. 


And it is further understood and agreed between the parties that if 
any item respecting the finishing the said house has been forgotten or 
omitted to be mentioned in the contract which shall not conform to the 
draft of the house and plans hereunto annexed, that such omission shall 
be absessed as to correspond with the said drafts and plans. It is further 
understood and by the parties agreed to that in case the parties of the sec- 
ond part, as the building is progressing should wish to have made any 
alterations in the plan or finishing said house that the parties of the first 
part shall make such alterations as requested and if the parties cannot 
themselves agree on the price of such alterations, that two good, competent 
carpenters shall decide for them. The parties of the second part are to 
furnish all the materials for building said house and the ground where the 
house is to be built, commencing on the first of March, 1819, and from 
that time as fast as the party of the first part shall require for doing all 
parts of the work, and the parties of the first part to use and put into the 
building such materials as are furnished them by the parties of the second 
part. 


In witness thereof the parties of the first and second part have here- 
unto set their hand and seals.” 


Russia, 21st December, 1818. 


The contractors began their work of building the Russia Church in 
the spring of 1819. William Walters was a carpenter on the structure. 
One of the Walters family related concerning seeing the raising, “William 
Walters climbed to the pinnacle and stood there with the bottle of brandy, 
as was the custom, touched the bottle to his lips, swung it around his head 
three times and threw it to break upon the roof.” The building was com- 
pleted in 1820. The dedicatory services were held June 9, 1820. Data 
seems to be lacking as to the procedure on that day. | 
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The old meeting house trustee record book reveals the fact that the 
pews were sold on May 24, 1820. The names and the amounts for which 
each were responsible to pay off the debt on the building were:

Others who had interests with the above and helped to pay the debt 


against the Church were: 


John M. Andrew, Almon Beecher, Ebenezer Pardee, Reuben Robens, 
Daniel Williams, Abel Rust, Adam Frink and Elijah Carpenter. Decem- 
ber 30, 1823, the cost of the meeting house was $4,024.83, and the accounts 


were closed and audited by the committee, Reuben Robens, Jared Thayer, 
Stephen Smith, 2nd, Roland Sears. 


In the evening of June 9, 1820, the trustees of the Russia Union 
Church met at the home of Dr. Roland Sears. The board resolved that 
the use of the pulpit be apportioned to each denomination of worshippers 
in manner following for the ensuing year: 

Open Communion Baptists—First and third Sabbath in each month, 
except the third Sabbath in July. 

Presbyterians—Every second Sabbath in each month with the addi- 
tion of the third Sabbath in July. 

Episcopalians—The fourth Sabbath in June, in August, October, De- 
cember, February and April. | | 

Close Communion Baptists—The fourth Sabbath in July, September, 
November, January, March and May. 

Universalists—Fifth Sabbath in July, October and December. 

Methodists—Fifth Sabbath in April. 


On October 12, 1820, the trustees met at the house of Dr. Roland 
Sears and resolved that, Isaac Betticher be and is hereby appointed to take 
charge of the meeting house, to open and close it on all necessary occasions, 
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to sweep it out and clean the steps of snow until the next annual meeting. 
Resolved, that Major Abiathar Joy, Edmund Varney and Adam Frink, Esq., 
be and they are appointed to keep order in the meeting house on all pub- 
lic days and bring to justice all offenders. 


_ In those early days at all services it was not an uncommon sight to 
see the old Church filled to its utmost capacity. The large main floor with 
gallery on three sides and high pulpit presented as fine a spectacle as any 
old New England meeting house. The Church still makes a sary imposing 
appearance today. It can be seen for miles. 


The Church was set off by its high steeple for thirty years. It had to 
be taken down after being wrecked in a hurricane. Thus the trustees in 
session, October 17, 1851, “Resolved to repair the house by taking off the 
steeple down to the covering of the belfrey and such other repairs as funds 
will warrant.” Asahel I. Carpenter and John B. Lankton were the com- 
mittee appointed to see that this work was done in an economical manner. 
June 11, 1857, it was voted to have Asahel I. Carpenter and Charles White 
repair the belfrey. 


The meeting on June 9, 1820, resolved that there should be seven . 
trustees chosen, and proceeded by ballot to choose the officers for the 
society required by the constitution. On canvassing the said ballots it 
appeared that the following persons had the greatest number of votes for 
the offices affixed to their names, and were declared to be duly elected to 
the said offices. The trustees were: 


Isaiah Johnson, Nathan Millington, Daniel Stanton, Roland Sears, 
John Graves, Jonathan Millington and William Graves. Adam Frink was 
elected treasurer, Reuben Robens, collector, and Nicoll Fosdick, register. 


The following classification of the trustees was then made agreeable 
to the constitution.

Also it was “Resolved unanimously that the four slips, numbers 9, 10, 
11 and 14, which remain unsold be the property of the association and be 
reserved for the use and occupancy of such widows in town as may not be 
able to purchase themselves seats in the house.” Pew number 11, later was 
sold to Daniel Stanton and number 14,-to Shadrack Vincent. 
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At the meeting of the Russia Union Church Society, June 9th, 1820, 

the members of the society were called on individually for their decisions 

as to what denomination of worshippers they would subscribe. Their 

interest in the house for the year ensuing and the. following was the 

decisions of the members present.

A few years after the dedication of the Russia Church it was necessary 
to consider building horse-sheds. The trustees held a meeting November 
13, 1832, to select a suitable place for a line of sheds for the use of the 
proprietors of the Church. This day it was decided that the sheds should 
be placed on the west or northwest side of the lot owned by said society, 
beginning on the line about thirty feet southeast of the meeting house, now 
owned by the Presbyterian Society and running on the line of said lot 
southeasterly two hundred and seventeen feet. The sheds at the present 
time comprise one row on the northwest side of the Church. 


The old Church has been repaired from time to time. Years ago the 
gallery was closed so that another large room is above the main audi- 
torium. This room is used for the Russia town hall, and for social events 
of the Church. In 1904 Smith Holliday repaired the Church and hall for 
the trustees. Mr. Holliday wrote Aner Sperry, of Hartford, Conn., asking 
him for a contribution towards the repair fund. Mr. Sperry sent back a 
check for $150.00, $50.00 to be used in the name of his cousin, Mrs. 
Amanda Russell, and the balance for himself. In his letter of reply Mr. 
Sperry told how in the long ago he used to pitch the tunes in leading a 
choir of eighty voices in the old Church. Amanda Russell was one of the 
leading singers at that time. The Russia Church was known for miles 
around because of its wonderful singers. 


RUSSIA BAPTIST CHURCH 


In 1797 Elder Benajah Corp and several other Baptists moved into 
the town of Russia. Some of them had previously lived in Stephentown, 
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Rensselear County, New York. These pioneers were responsible for the 
formation of the Russia Baptist Society. Elder Corp and his ‘neighbors 
were so evangelical that several others were converted and added to the 
numbers of the society. “In the year 1799 the Lord poured out his spirit 
on the inhabitants and a glorious revival ensued and a goodly number of 
souls was born in the Kingdom of Christ—came into covenant and they 
viewed it good to call on brethren to look into their standing,” says the 
society minute book. 


The Baptists issued a call for such a meeting. The following re- 
sponded and comprised the council which met at the house of Elder Ben- 
ajah Corp on June 7, 1799. The meeting began with singing and prayer. 
The council formed, consisted of Elder Benajah Corp, Elder George Elliot, 
Deacon Libbeus Kimball, Brother Eleazer Carr, Brother Alexander Hubbs. 
Elder George Elliot was made moderator; Daniel Stow, clerk. This group 
examined the religious standing of the brothers and sisters of the Baptist 
faith in Russia. 


Thus there were twenty-nine men and women who withstood the exam- 
ination and became the original members of the Russia Free Communion 


Baptist Church on June 7, 1799. Their names follow:

At the organization they considered themselves a Church of Christ; 
made Elder Benajah Corp their pastor “to lead and minister the’ ordinances 


of the Lord Jesus Christ to this Church.” 


There is no record of this society from June 7, 1799, until March 8, 
1823, when an entry is made: “At a Church meeting at.the schoolhouse, 
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March 8, 1823, after solemn prayer to Almighty God that he would direct 
us by His word and spirit the Church covenant was read this day.” The 
covenant or conference meeting was a great factor in the personal spiritual 
life of the Baptist members. Here they sustained the covenant they had 
made with God, renewed their faith, confessed their sins and made their 
old ways right. Many times the covenant meeting shifted automatically 
into a Church business meeting. | 


In those days the Church was very strict about the conduct of the lives 
of its members. A committee of members in good standing along with the 
minister must wait upon those delinquent. If they had failed to repent 
they were excluded from the Baptist Communion. Some of the reasons 
for citation of members to appear at the conference meeting to have their 
walk in life examined were: “Neglect to the Church and ungospel travel, 
long neglect to the Church. A breach of covenant obligations with the 
brethren and withholding from them the liberty of conscience in giving 
for the support of the gospel as they think the Lord requires of them; 
mingling with the world; refusing to comply with an agreement; guilty 
of theft; immoral conduct; swearing and drinking too much; dancing dif- 
ferent times; for attending Universal meetings and patronizing their 
papers; excessive use of spirituous liquors and hard expressions against 
the Church and minister; uniting with the Methodist Church.” Many of 
the records of the conference meeting deal entirely with charges against 
individual members. 


In the early days of the Baptist history new members were gained 
through protracted meetings, which were conducted by the various pastors. 
During the first ten years of the ministry of Elder Benajah Corp in Russia, 
eighty members were added. In the spring of 1809, a powerful transfor- 
mation took place extending into the adjoining towns. During this awaken- 
ing two hundred and fifteen were added to the Church. During the Easter- 
brook pastorate eighty-four new members were added to the Church roll. 
Eighty-eight united with the society during the ministry of Bela Phelps, Jr. 
Elder John Carpenter was instrumental in winning forty-nine to the Church 
during his labors in Russia. | 


For two years this society was without a pastor (1848-1850) and no 
revival of religion progressed, but the members maintained their Church 
and covenant meetings. Their members had dwindled. Thus they thought 
it advisable to affiliate with Regular Baptist Church (Close Communion) 
thus they invited delegates from such churches—Norway, Newport, Tren- 
ton and South Trenton—“‘to sit in council with them respecting their recog- 
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nition as a Regular Baptist Church, in full fellowship with their denomina- 
tion.” The council convened May 23, 1850, agreeable to the invitation. 
They organized and entered into an examination of the Articles of Faith 
and Practice adopted by the Church. After this they unanimously resolved 
to fellowship them as a Regular Baptist Church. Elder William Brown of 
Newport whom they had hired as their part time pastor extended the right 
hand of fellowship to the members of the new Church. He was undoubtedly 
the moving force in the change from Open Communion to Close Commun- 
ion Denomination. .

When this society joined the Regular Baptists, they became affiliated 
with the Mohawk River Baptist Association. Nearly every year the society 
sent its letter and was represented by delegates. Six times the Russia 
Church has entertained the Mohawk River Baptist Association. Those 
were in 1861, 1870, 1887, 1898, 1910 and 1922. These gatherings have 
always inspired and helped the local Church. 


The first mention made of money in connection with the Baptist Society 
in Russia was May 12, 1832, when Nathan Millington, Josiah Pardee and 
Isaac Norton, Jr., were appointed trustees to attend to circulating a sub- 
scription for the support of the gospel. Then April 13, 1833, is entered 
on the minutes, “Voted that we have a committee of five to apportion to 
each brother or member what they think the members ought to pay for the 
support of the gospel.” Committee, William Standclift, Josiah Pardee, 
James Overton, Jr., James Barker and Isaac Norton, Jr. A committee to 
do the same kind of work was appointed May 10, 1834, consisting of Am- 
herst Coon, Daniel Stanton, Isaac Norton, Jr., George Taylor and Ebenezer 
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Sheldon. The committee to get support for the ministry voted July 10, 
1841, were John Terry, Amherst Coon and Silas B. King. June 11, 1845, 
committee on Pastoral Support was: Earl S. King, Silas B. King, Amos 
Gilbert, Amherst Coon and Benjamin Phelps. 


The Russia Baptist Society have sent out several recruits to the Chris- 
tian ministry. There were Bela Phelps, Jr., John Carpenter and David 
Moon, who dedicated themselves for life work in the Easterbrook revival. 
Thus through these, Russia Christian influence spread to distant places. 
The Church meeting of December 13, 1830, voted to ordain John Carpen- 
ter to the ministry and requested the Canajoharie Church to send Elder 
Lake, Cicero to send brethren and Elder McCoon, Turin to send brethren 
and Elder Way, Lowville for brethren and Elder Dodge, Middleville for 
brethren. These were invited to assist in the ordination of John Carpen- 
ter. It was done February, 1831. 


On November, 1832, it was voted to ordain David Moon to the min- 
istry. Elders and brethren were invited to participate in this service from 
Turin, Martinsburg, Lowville, Middleville, Rome, Cicero, Constantia and 
Volney. He was ordained January, 1833. The Church meeting of October 
12, 1839, “Voted that Brother Priestly Nichols have license to improve his 
gift as the Lord in his Providence may call.” The Rev. Levi Bartlett 
Barker received his early training in this Church and was received into its 
membership January, 1841. He was dismissed by letter June 28, 1854. 
His work in educational institutions, home missions, the pastorate and the 
United States Christian Commission helped many lives to a higher plane 
of living. 


The Russia Baptists did not always use the Union Church even after 
it was built. When it was organized at Far Hill, or Corp’s Corners. Many 
of their society meetings were held in the log-school-house in district 
number three. November 13, 1830, it was voted by the Russia Baptists: 
“That we comply with a request made by school district number three in 
Russia that is to let them have the north part of the house, in said district 
as far as to take in the windows in the old part of the house.” On May 
11, 1839, the trustees of the same school district consented to let the 
Baptists occupy the school house for five dollars per annum, when they 
cannot have the meeting house. In those early times they purchased a 
house and lot from Gardner Hinckley. On September 15, 1829, Raymond 
Sheldon, Daniel Stanton and Josiah Pardee were made the committee to 
see about purchasing this place. 


‘The first notation concerning a Sunday School was April 14, 1855. 
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Charles White was superintendent. A Union Sunday School has been 
maintained since 1860. At one time a flourishing Union Christian En- 
deavor was in existence. | 


At a Church meeting, March 7, 1863, it was voted that Charles White 
and Gorham Barker be trustees to purchase the chapel. This was the 
old Presbyterian house of worship. April 2, 1864, the Baptists voted to 
repair the underpining and paint the outside of the chapel. March 11, 
1893, it was voted to deed it to Loren E. Wood. In this old building the 
covenant and Church meetings were held and in cold weather the Church 
services were often conducted there. It now forms a barn on the farm of 
Leo Payne. 


In every community in the long ago where there was a Baptist Church 
there were very substantial citizens with the word deacon as a prefix to 
their name. The Russia Church has had several deacons. Among them 
were Warren Carpenter, Nathan Millington, Joseph Terry, Isaac Norton, 
Jr., Daniel Corp, Charles White and Gorham Barker. The old Church 
clerks who so faithfully preserved the records were Daniel Stow, George 
Taylor, James Barker, Reuben R. Walters, Daniel Corp, Earl S. King, 
William H. Ash, Myron C. Walters, Gorham Barker, James Polley and 
William S. Carpenter. 


Not only in the very early days were there large religious awakenings, 
when many substantial folks came into the Church. In the minutes of the 
Baptist Association for 1860, it was written, “From a state bordering on 
extinction we have been greatly revived and raised up. Sinners have been 
converted and the Church has been increased in numbers and graces.” 
The border on extinction was brought about by the dissension caused by 
the labors of Rev. Moses M. Smart. The whole of the Church finally with- 
drew from supporting him. For four years the members of the Russia 
Church kept on without a pastor. They prayed for a revival. Finally early 
in the winter of 1859-60, the working power of God spread through Russia. 
Meetings were held nearly every evening during the winter. They were 
in Union. Rev. Whaley P. Hall, pastor at Ohio Methodist Episcopal 
Church, conducted the services. About March 1, 1860, the Baptists became 
a united body once more. Twenty-one were received by Baptism alone at 
this time. Among those received were Jonathan Topper, Mary Topper, 
Malissa Topper, Jonathan Topper, Jr., Thomas Topper, James Polley, Jane 
Polley, Edwin R. Lee, Byron G. Barker, Marion Roxena Barker Hubbart, 
Frances L. Barker Plumb, Eliza M. Moore Knights, Thirza E. Moore Prin- 
dle, Maria S. White Wood, Elizabeth Smith Morehouse, Sarah Beecher 
Moore, Mary Cave Dodson, Hannah H. Carpenter and Benjamin Lyon. 





As far as is known the only one living is Frances Barker Plumb, who 
joined May 6, 1860, and now resides at Herkimer, New York. 
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In the spring of 1886 the Russia Church was again greatly refreshed 


by evangelistic services.

RUSSIA METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


When the Russia Union Church was ready for occupancy in 1820, 
there were listed two shareholders that were Methodists, William W. Wor- 
den and Jeremiah Luther. The next year there were recorded Sampson 
Vincent, Stephen Smith, 2nd, and Reuben Robens. During the forty years, 
1820 to 1860, the Methodists had the use of the Union Church for as many 


Sundays as follows: 


1820, one; 1821, three; 1822, five; 1823, one; 1824, four; 1825, 
three; 1826, six; 1827, two, 1849, twenty-two; 1859, three. Since 1860 
the Methodist services has alternated every other Sunday with the Baptists. 


Even before the building of the Union Church, Rev. Abraham Lippett, 
who was the preacher on Herkimer Circuit, visited Russia in 1816. Two 
of his converts at that time were Elkanah Corbin and his wife, Lucy Clark 
Corbin. The next year, 1817, Elkanah Corbin and family moved to Clay- 
ton, Jefferson County, New York. There their labors in the behalf of 
Methodism never ceased. The first class at De Pauville was formed in the 
Corbin home. Their son, Rev. Ira H. Corbin, born in Russia, became a 
member of the Black River Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Their grandson was’ Rev. Soranus C. Corbin of the Northern New York 
Conference; a great grandson is Rev. Aaron B. Corbin of Ilion, New York. 
Rev. Abraham Lippett worked a mighty influence through the Corbin 
family because of his preaching in Russia. 


In 1826 Rev. John H. Wallace was preacher on the Herkimer Circuit. 
Through his preaching many inhabitants of Russia were religiously revived. 
Over sixty were converted and became the nucleus of the Cold Brook 
Church. Among those who joined the Methodist Episcopal Church at that 
time were Sidney Beebee, Freeman H. Stanton and Schuyler Wheeler. As 
there was no Methodist Society in Russia at that time the families that were 
inclined towards Methodism afhilated with the Prospect and Trenton 
churches. The Wordens were members at Prospect as well as the family 
of Job Austin. There is a deed executed January 5, 1842, between the 
trustees of the Second Methodist Episcopal Church of the town of Trenton 
and Luther G. Merriman in consideration of thirty-one dollars for slip 
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number three in the Prospect meeting house. Schuyler Wheeler was one 
of those trustees. On the building of the Church in Trenton he removed 
his membership there. At Trenton, for many years, he was a very influ- 
ential member. 


The protracted meetings in the winter of 1859-60 were the reason for 
_ the organizing of the present Methodist Society. It was quiet natural that 
a Methodist class should be formed because the revival was carried on by 
Rev. Whaley P. Hall then preacher-in-charge at Ohio. Their services have 
been called the “eleven weeks protracted meetings.” Among those who 
dedicated their lives for Christian service and cast their lot with the 
Methodists were the Russell’s, Michael Smith and his wife, and Ebenezer 
N. Walker who was then past sixty years of age. In 1860 when the first 
Methodist class was formed in Russia, Joseph E. Pardee became the first 
class leader. He had been converted at Fairfield in 1857 under the labors 
of the Rev. George G. Hapgood and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 


_ there. He was attending Fairfield Seminary at that time. 


The outcome of the Russia Methodist Episcopal Society being formed 
was the appearing of Russia as a separate charge in the list of appoint- 
ments of the Black River Conference in 1860. Rev. Pomeroy Wright was 
the first pastor and reported at the end of the first year 65 members; 9 
probationers; 37 adults baptized; $260 salary; $9.15 for conference claim- 
ants; $7.16 for the Missionary Society. In 1861 the charge appeared as 
Russia and Hinckley Mills. The conference of 1862 made it a part of the 
Trenton charge. It continued that way until 1871 when it was united with 
Cold Brook and has remained that way ever since excepting in 1910 when 
the charge was Poland, Russia and Gravesville. 


When Rev. John W. Roberts revised the Church record book for the 
Trenton charge, April 4, 1863, at the close of the conference year of 1862, 
there were two Methodist classes in Russia. Dr. David Terry was class 
leader of one.

Among the officials in the Russia Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
early days were: David Terry, Michael S. Smith, John B. Lankton, Henry 
H. Smith, who were stewards. Among those of a later day were Bowen 


B. Moon, C. Wesley Irwin, Elon Lankton and William B. Lanning. 


The work in Russia was again revived by the six weeks meetings held 
in the spring of 1886. They were brought about by the united efforts of 
Rev. T. B. Caldwell, the Baptist pastor, and Rev. F. K. Pierce, the Method- 
ist pastor. Harmony prevailed. Both societies were built up and 
strengthened. Again in 1896 union revival services were held in Russia. 
Rev. James E. Ensign was the evangelist. From this an equal number 
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joined both Baptist and Methodist societies. SSeveral young men started 
in the Christian life at this time. A Young Men’s Christian Association 
was organized as the outcome of this. The Christian Endeavor was greatly 
strengthened by these services. )

RUSSIA PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 


The Presbyterians had priveleges in the Union Church from 1820 to 
1841 inclusive. Their number of Sundays for those years were as follows:

They owned a meeting house of their own which lot was deeded to 
Jared Thayer for the benefit of the Presbyterian Church. This church 
_ building was sold to the Baptists in 1863. 


The Presbyterian Church in Russia was a working church according 
to the minutes of the Presbyterian General Assembly. In 1822 they gave 
$7.48 to the commissioner’s fund. In 1831 they paid $61.50 for missions 
and $46.62 for education. In 1834 they contributed $59 for missions. 
Their largest membership was 70 members in 1833. In 1850 it had 36 
members; 1860, 28 members. In 1867, when the last report was made, 
there were five members remaining. In 1831 the large number of 16 were 
added to the Russia Presbyterian Church. The first mention of there being 
a Presbyterian Society in this place was in 1814. 
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Some of the members of this Church removed by letter to the North 
Gage Church. Those received there were: 


Daniel McKay, an elder in the Russia Church, received on April 29, 
1832; Catherine McKay, his wife, and Sally Blue, on July 20, 1832; Calvin 
Preston, a ruling elder in the Russia Church, and Rachel, his wife, on 
October 22, 1835; Mrs. Matteson on September 28, 1861; Deacon 
John M. Andrew, Albert Swezey, Mary A. Swezey, his wife, Julia Johnson, 
Polly Benchly and Sarah A. Johnson on January 4, 1863; Deacon Nathan 
Johnson, June, 1863. Some of these had been very devout Presbyterians 
along with others, including Deacon Isaiah Johnson. 





The first record of a Presbyterian pastor in Russia was in 1825. Some 
of the Russia pastors also served the North Gage Church. An incomplete 
list of Presbyterian pastors follow:

RUSSIA UNIVERSALIST CHURCH 


The Universalists were granted Sundays in the Union Church begin- 
ning three Sundays in 1820 and continuing until 1841 without a break. 
The numbers allotted during that time were 3, 4, 5, 6, 6, 3, 7, 9, 9, 12, 11, 
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10, 8, 8, 8, 6, 7, 11, 13, 7, 12, 7. In 1844 they had the use of 10 Sundays 
and in 1845, 22 Sundays. This Church was the ancestor of the Universalist 
Church in Gravesville which occupied the brick school building. 


ANDREW 


John Munson Andrew was the son of John and Sarah (Beers) Andrew 
(1759-1789) of Woodbridge, Conn., and the grandson of Jonathan and 
Eunice (Baldwin) Andrew of Melford and Woodbridge, Conn. John M. 
Andrew had an only brother, Jonathan. Because of the early death of the 
father these boys were thrown on their own resources at an early age. As 
a young man John M. Andrew who was born May 4, 1788, and died 
August 26, 1874, came to Russia from Cornwall, Conn. His wife was 
Laura Sperry, born April 21, 1792; died August 21, 1873. J. M. Andrew 
was a farmer. He was a devout member of the Presbyterian Church at 
Russia and later North Gage, in which churches he was many years a 


deacon. John M. and Laura (Sperry) Andrew had five children.

Barker served in the American Revolution. They resided in Westfield, 
Mass., and spent their last days in Russia. Abijah and Delight (Dewey)

James Barker, the son of Abijah and Delight (Dewey) Barker, was 
born June 20, 1784, in Westfield, Mass. He left his home there in the win- 
ter of 1803-4 on foot and journeyed across the country to Albany, Sche- 
nectady through the Mohawk Valley, East Creek, Barto Hill, Middleville, 
Newport and up the sand hill from Graves Hollow to Russia. Five times 
he made this journey on foot. Times were hard. Thus the first winter he 
chopped wood for his keep in Trenton. Several seasons he took the job 
of clearing land. James Barker was married October 16, 1808, to Belinda 
Hubbart, the daughter of Thomas and Silence Hubbart. Belinda Hubbart 
Barker was born February 19, 1790, and died Sept. 18, 1876. 


Mr. and Mrs. James Batker were worthy members of the Russia 
Baptist sixty-seven years. The militia company of which he was a mem- 
ber was sent to the defense of Sacketts Harbor in 1813, during the War of 
1812. James Barker spent most of this time in the hospital, suffering with 
typhoid fever. He died at Russia on November 21, 1880, aged 96. He 


was a man of very strong convictions for righteousness. 


The children of James and Belinda (Hubbart) Barker which follow 


were born in the town of Russia:

Thompson. She died December 15, 1849. They resided in Russia, New 
York, and Trumbull County, Ohio. He died April 17, 1854. Ebenezer

Hezekiah Beecher was born July 29, 1755, in New Haven, Conn., died 
February 3, 1828, in Bethany, Conn. He was a deacon. His first wife 
was Eunice, who died December 26, 1781, aged 20; second wife was Philena 
Johnson, daughter of Asahel and Lois (Williams) Johnson, born October 
5, 1761, in Derby, Conn., died September 14, 1835, in Bethany, Conn. 
They lived in Woodbridge, Conn., at one time. Hezekiah and Philena 
(Johnson) Beecher had children:

William Corey was born March 22, 1757, in Coventry, Kent County, _ 
Rhode Island; married first Elizabeth Burnham, born April 9, 1756, died 
October 11, 1818; second, September, 1819, at Sacketts Harbor, New 
York, Rachel Hecox, born January 14, 1770, died August 9, 1865. When 
the war of the American Revolution broke out William Corey resided 
with his parents in Coventry, Rhode Island. At the close of the war he 
was residing in Shaftsbury, Vermont, where he had moved his residence 
about 1779, and continued until 1783. Then he moved to Cambridge, 
Washington County, New York, where he resided until 1791, when he 
moved to Galway, Saratoga County, New York, and in 1799 settled in Rus- 
sia, New York. William Corey volunteered for service in the American 
Revolution in April, 1775, when the news of the battle of Lexington 
spread over the country and started for there but turned back when he 
learned the British had retreated to Boston. He then enlisted and served 
eight or nine months under Captain Stephen Sheldon. January 1776 he 
enlisted in Captain Josiah Gibbs’ company and was sent to Greenwich and 
and Newport Island and joined Colonel Richmond’s regiment. January, 
1777, he enlisted under Col. John Topham and Captain Phillip Traffan. 
Also in 1778 and 1779 he was in the same company and regiment.  Wil- 
liam Corey applied for a pension October 10, 1832. It was granted. 
August 31, 1855, his widow, Rachel Corey, applied for a land warrant. 
David Bensley of Fairfield, N. Y., Elias D. Trafton of Providence, R. L., 
knew William Corey in service. William Corey was a farmer in Russia. 
He died there December 13, 1839. His widow, Rachel Corey, as far as 
known, was the last widow of a Revolutionary soldier to live in Russia.

His wife was Nancy Corp, who died December 29, 1856, aged 64. Mary — 
A. Corp died December 11, 1894, aged 81. David C. Corp was born in 
1799, and died March 11, 1842.

David Johnson had at least four children. They were Cyrus, who mar- 
ried Betsey Whittlesey, a sister of Mrs. Isaiah Johnson.

1779, went as a volunteer to Horseneck under Colonel Canfield for two 
months and acted as sergeant for one month, bringing disaffected parties 
before public authority. Isaiah Johnson served 17 months and was in 
skirmishes or engagements on retreat from Danbury, Conn., at Ridgefield 
when General Wooster was wounded, at Chestnut Hill, at Saugatuck Bridge. 
He was also at the storming of Fort Montgomery. He applied for a pen- 
sion August 14, 1833, and it was granted. Daniel Durkee of Preble, Cort- 
land County, New York, and David Munn of Newport, New York, knew 
Isaiah Johnson while he was in service. When he moved to Russia he was 
recorded as of Fairfield. He was one of the staunch Presbyterians of Rus- 
sia and a very energetic member of the Russia Union Church Corporation. 
He was known as Deacon Isaiah Johnson. Isaiah and Sarah (Whittlesey)

He replied in 
the affirmative, remarking that King George was a good king to us and it 
was a cruel thing for the people to turn against him.

They usually started from home in Massa- 
chusetts about April lst with knapsacks containing their clothing and 
came to Norway by way of Albany and Johnstown on foot, 140 miles in 
four days, and returned about the middle of October in the same time and 
manner until 1825 when they rode on the canal from Tribes Hill to Sche- 
nectady. Orson Moore made eight pedestrian trips. He cleared $145 to 
$165 a year in this business. For seven winters while in Massachusetts 
he taught a school near his home for $10 to $12 a month. 


In 1828 he permanently settled in Norway. He was a tenant farmer. 
In 1836 he moved to Russia and purchased a farm where he lived until 
death, honored and beloved both in public and private life. For many 
years he was Justice of the peace; Supervisor in 1841, 1854, 1859, 1860; 
-member of State Assembly in 1862. He always stood for principle and 
exemplified uniform kindness of heart and simplicity of manner. From 
humble origin, without financial aid or family prestige, he achieved wealth, 
position and character. About 1836 Orson Moore experienced religion and 
united with the Cold Brook Methodist Episcopal Church. His Christian 
principles were ever shown in his daily life. He loved the Church of his 
choice and her institutions. He was its firm friend and liberal supporter.

David Joy was born Dec. 16, 1724, in Rehoboth, Mass; married Dec. 
1, 1747, in Bristol, R. I., Elizabeth Allen of Rehoboth, Mass., born 1725, 
died Oct. 13, 1822, in Russia. He removed from Rehoboth, Mass., to Guil- 
ford, Vt., about 1766. He took part in French and Indian War. During 
the American Revolution he was a platoon officer under General Ruggles. 
He was at the taking of Ticonderoga in 1775. He was known as David Joy, 
Esquire. He died Jan. 26, 1811, in Russia. The children of David and 
Elizabeth (Allen) Joy were: John, Abel, Sarah, David, Comfort, Eliz- 
abeth Ist, Jesse, Abiathar, Lewis, Benjamin, Elizabeth 2nd. 


Abiathar Joy, the son of David and Elizabeth (Allen) Joy, was born 
Mar. 20, 1762, in Rehoboth, Mass.; married July 11, 1789, Elizabeth Burt, 
born July 17, 1765, the daughter of Ebenezer and Abigail (Bartlett) Burt.

Married Ros- 
annah Canfield, born 1763; died Oct. 11, 1849, in Russia’ Elisha Hall en- 
listed for service in the American Revolution in May, 1777, under Capt. 
Eli Leavenworth in a regiment commanded by Cols. Douglas, Deming and 
Meigs, in succession. He was at Brunswick, N. J., when General Washing- 
ton attacked it; was stationed on the east side of the Hudson River when 
the British aved up the river and captured Fort Montgomery; was sta- 
tioned at White Plains one summer watching the lines. He went to West 
Point and was employed in constructing ane especially a bomb proof one 
on top of a mountain. He was in winter quarters in Morristown, N. J. 
Elisha Hall applied for a pension October 9, 1832, and it was granted. 
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Depositions at that time were made by Jotham Hall of Madison County, 
N. Y., to the effect that he knew Elisha Hall was three years in Continental 
service; and Samuel Collins of Oneida County, N. Y., who thought it was 
the 4th Connecticut Regiment in which Hall served.

drafted for three months. Calvin Preston at this time served as a guard at 
New London. At Ashford, Conn., in the spring of 1781 he enlisted for 
revolutionary service under Capt. Bottom and Lieut. Knowlton in Colonel 
Wells regiment. He was on guard at Horseneck and was scouting for nine 
months. In the spring of 1782 he enlisted for one year and was in Col. 
Canfield’s regiment and served as a guard at Horseneck and was a scout. 
For these services he applied for a pension Feb. 28, 1833. It was granted. 
Rev. William Goodell and Lewis Reed, a farmer, both of Deerfield, sub- 
stantiated the evidence given by Calvin Preston. After the war Calvin 
Preston moved from Ashford, Conn., to Salem, N. Y., thence to Russia, 
then called Norway, and to Deerfield. About 1810 with his son Phillip 
they built a log house from the forest on their farm which they cleared. 
First in the Russia Presbyterian Church and then in North Gage Presby- 
terian for about thirty years he served the two churches as Deacon. He 
died Nov. 29, 1849 in Deerfield, N. Y. He acted the part of a patriotic 
soldier for his country. When the strife was over he lived a good citizen

He 
was a tailor by trade and after accumulating $200 he started with two of his 
brothers on foot for the Far West about 1802. They intended to settle near 
Herkimer but the land was too high there so they followed the West Canada 
Creek up twenty miles and located on farms in the town of Russia. Father 
Lought 50 acres for $400, paid $200 and gave a mortgage for the balance. 
Father built a log house and covered it with hemlock bark and enlarged it 
as the family increased.” Pitkin Sperry was a farmer and a Methodist 
Fipiscopalian. He settled in the town of Clayton, Jefferson County, N. Y., 
where they both died and were buried in.the Clayton Center Cemetery. 
Their names are on a monument in Russia-Gravesville Cemetery. Pitkin

Pitkin Sperry took his son’s 
wages. This continued until Aner was 21 years of age. During this time 
he was in the Russia Singing School of 80 scholars. Three choristers were 
appointed to lead the singing in the Russia Union Church: He was one of 
them. He was in this period a member of an Artillery Company for Gen- 
eral Training called the “Russian Blues.” Aner Sperry did not like farming 
and left Russia Apr. 4, 1833, for New Haven, Conn., with $30 in his pocket. 
He did not find work there and with $1.75 in his pocket he set out for Hart- 
ford, Conn., on foot. There he was employed eight years in the Retreat 
for the Insane. Then he was in the livery business for 18 years. For 
20 years he was engaged in the settlement of assigned and deceased estates. 
He settled 177. When he was 94 he said that his losses in life had been 
$40,000 and he had given away $50,000 and had plenty left. He believed 
in doing good with his money. Among his gifts were money to beautify 
the Russia-Gravesville Cemetery; an endowment there; Herkimer Hospital; 
Old Ladies’ Home in Mohawk; Russia Union Church, and many other in- 
terests. Aner Sperry with Alexis L. Johnson of East Schuyler and William 
Smith of Arlington Heights, Mass., made up a trio of grand old men, all 
past 90 years of age, who contributed to the columns of the Herkimer Citi- 
zen and brought fame to that paper. Aner Sperry attributed his longevity, 
95 years, to the fact that he did not drink, smoked only two years, worked 
hard all the time and took care of himself, never went to any extreme or 
bound himself to any hard and fast rules. He broke a habit that was grow- 
ing on him and kept his will power. He died in Hartford, Conn. His wife, 


Nancy B. Miller, was born June 26, 1818; died Aug. 31, 1883. 





Aner Sperry wrote Mrs. John Lanning two letters, dealing with rem- 
iniscences of pioneer times in Russia. Excerpts from those letters follow. 


The first is dated Apr. 15, 1906: 


“I remember seeing you when you were young at your home. I knew 
your father and both of his wives. When I visited Russia I always called 
on Abner Moon. He was a very bright man and a good leader. 
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“Newey Moon (Mrs. Renewed, wife of John Prindle) was my first 
school teacher. Your grandfather, Benager (Benajah) Moon, was a great 
friend of mine. I remember that Oliver Barker was at work for him and 
a shower came up and Mr. Barker was killed by lightning.” 


The second letter is dated Apr. 30, 1906: 


The first thing that I (Aner Sperry) remember was the old cow 
cropping the grass in the dooryard and I took hold of her tail and she ob- 
jected to it and a scar on my head is the proof of her objection. 


The house where I was born consisted of 110 logs. The back of the 
chimney was made of cobble stones stuck together with clay and that af- 
-forded the light except a small hole on the side with a board slide over it. 
All of the cash paid out was twelve cents for one pound of nails for the 
two doors. And, as the family increased an addition was made to it. 


A trout brook crossed the farm and I had a fish basket which I filled 
with trout nearly every day. I spent considerable time in that brook. We 
had hens, ducks and geese. When mother picked the ganders they would 
fight, and she drew a stocking over their heads. Father drew the hay into 
the barn on a sled-and one of the girls was on the load and as they had to 
cross the road and cattle ran in the road I was placed at the bars. We had 
about 50 apple trees and I can give the names of nearly all of them. 


We lived on the Beecher Hollow Road. It ran from Russia Corners 
to the Creek Road. Deacon Johnson (Isaiah Johnson) lived on the corner 
of the Creek Road. Some winters it was not broke out until spring. I 
remember one spring the road was broke out about the tenth of April and 
we got to the foot of the road near the corners and I was sent up to Esq. 
Frink’s (Adam Frink) store for a jug of rum. As Deacon Johnson was the 
oldest man there it was handed to him first and he sampled it and said it 
is proper good. 


I would pick blackberries and lug a twelve-quart pail full to the Cor- 
ners (Russia) and generally get two cents a quart, but sometimes could not 
sell them and Esq. Frink would take them and give me a yard of cotton 


cloth.” .

Silvanus Ferris was born 1773 in the state of Connecticut, the son of 
Silvanus Ferris; married, Ist, Mar. 15, 1798, Sally Maria Olmstead of 
Sharon, Conn., She died Sept. 6, 1845, in Galesburg, I1]. Married 2nd, Mrs. 
Sarah W. Hitchcock. At an early date the Ferris family settled in Salem, 
Westchester County, N. Y. In 1797 Silvanus Ferris, Jr., came to Norway, 
N. Y., and bought a 110-acre farm on Dairy Hill. Here he and his wife 
became pioneers in a new country. She was a model woman for this and 
he was clear headed, sagacious and possessed with a high order of business 
talent. Success seemed to attend them on every hand. They were a thrifty 
family. For 15 years he was successful in the produce business with Rob- 
ert Nesbit of Adams, Mass. He so prospered that he was able to give each 
of his four older sons a farm in Norway. In 1829 he moved to Fairfield, 
N. Y. In 1830 he purchased the Colonel Wright farm in Russia. Here he 
remained until 1836. . 


* In 1834 Silvanus Ferris became interested in a scheme to purchase 
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lands, settle and found a college in the Mississippi Valley. The original 
mover in this plan was Rev. George W. Gale, a Presbyterian clergyman 
then in Oneida County, N. Y. A stock company was formed. Silvanus 
Ferris was on the committee on settlement and made an extensive tour 
through unsettled Illinois in 1835. The place settled was in Knox County, 
Ill. Silvanus Ferris purchased 15,000 acres at government price. With his 
family, in Sept. 1836, he set out for Illinois by wagon to Buffalo; by water 
to Detroit, and then by wagon to the site of Galesburg, Ill. Ferris gave 
their settlement the name of Galesburg in 1837 and in 50 years it was a city 
of over 18,000 inhabitants. In this vicinity he gave each of his seven chil- 
dren a farm of 640 acres. 


Silvanus Ferris and wife were Presbyterians of the staunch type and 
inculcated those principles in the lives of their children. To the Presby- 
terian Church he was always loyal and generous with his money. In 1813 
when the Norway Presbyterian Church was built he gave $150. Later he 
built a chapel on the state road east of Norway. In Russia he erected the 
chapel for the Presbyterians that stood so near the old Russia Union 
Church. He was always a trustee of the Russia Union Church. At Gales-. 
burg he built another chapel. No one did more to establish Knox College 
except George W. Gale than Silvanus Ferris. In his will be left $1,000 to 
the Home Missionary Society of the Presbyterian Church and $1,000 to the 
American Bible Society. When he died July 13, 1861, in Galesburg, III., 
Silvanus Ferris was the patriarch of the place. Silvanus and Sally M. 


(Olmstead) Ferris had children:

The celebration 
was very fortunate in having present Mrs. Lucian Wood, aged 74, of Strat- 
ford, N. Y., the daughter of Stephen Smith, 2nd, one of the original stock 
company of the Russia Union Church; also Mrs. Frances Barker Plumb, 
aged 83, of Herkimer, N. Y., a convert of the Russia revival of 1860 at- 
tended. The display of relics pertaining to Russia families was superb. 
The event was such a success that it was voted to hold a gathering in 1931.
